UNSATISFACTORY 


Old Peachtree Road Ma- 
terial Ordered Removed. 
Stewart Avenue and Ros- 
well Road Bids Rejected. 


That the work of repairing Peach- 
tree road between the car tracks 
from the city limits to Buckhead, 
which is being done by the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, 
is not satisfactory, was the con- 
sensus of opinion of the board of 
county commissicners at a special 
called meeting of that body Thurs- 
day afternoon, andethe board voted 
to instruct the company to remove 
all rubble and other old material 
between the rails and to place new 
material on the roadway.

Eddie Womack, Age 17, 
Denies Wronging Sister 
of Man Who Slew Lee 
Clark.

Eddie Womack, 1T-year-old boy of 
Dunwoody, DeKalb county, was ar- 
rested and brought here today on 
a charge of being responsible for 
the wrongs inflicted on Lucile 
Reeves, 17-year-old sister of Guss 
Reeves, of Atlanta, the girl whose 
condition was the direct result of 
the killing of.Lee Clark by Reeves 
near here Wednesday afternoon. 
Clark was Reeves’ brother-in-law, 
and the killing occurred after 
Reeves had accused Clark of being 
the man guilty of wronging his 
sister. 

The Womack lad was arrested 
after a warrant had been sworn 
out against him by Mrs. Lee Clark, 
sister of the wronged gir! and wife 
of the man killed by her prother, 
Guss Reeves. Mrs. Clark claims 
that her husband was aot respon 
sible for injuring Lucile Reeves and 
Places all the blame on young 
Womack, at whose house the Reeves 
girl visited last August, The Reeves 
girl signed an affidavit to thea effect 
that the boy had made her his vic- 
tim last August. 

The killing of Clark was the re- 
sult of the effort of Guss iieevesg to 
seek information as to the man 
guilty of injuring hig sisters, Lucile 
Reeves. fie was told that his 
brother-in-law, Clark, was the guil- 
ty man, aig-had gone t» Clark’s 
home with three witnesses to dis- 
cuss the mater when the ki‘ling 
ensued. 

Taken to Lawrenceville. 


Deputy Sheriff J. M. Bennard, of 
Norcross, accompanied by Sheriff 
J. M. Garner, of Lawrenceville, 
went to the home of John Womack, 
father of the Womack boy, early 
Thursday morning. They arrested 
on the warrant sworn out against 
on th ewarrant sworn ‘out against 
him by Mrs. Clark and took him to 
Norcross. Later he was taken to 
Lawrenceville, where he was placed 
in jail. ' 

Womack, according to officials, 
stoutly denied being responsible for 
wrongs done the Reeves girl. 

Both Deputy Sheriff Bennard and 
Sheriff Garner expressed complete 
confidence of the innocence of the 
lad. They expressed the opinion 
that the story was concocted, and, 
after making an investigation § at 
the lad’s home, they declared thcy 
discovered the boy had- no opportu- 
nity to commit such a deed while 
the Reeves girl was visiting there 
last August. : 

Talks toe Family. 

Sheriff Garner said he talked to 
members of the Womack family and 
found that the Reeves girl had vis- 
ited there accompanied by Wildred 
Reese and his wife. They attended 
a camp meeting and spent one night 
at the Womack home, and he waid 
evidence was given him which led 
him to believe the charges against 
the boy were absolutely unfounded. 

Mrs. Clark told The Constitution 
fthat her husband was not respon- 
sible for the injury to her sister. A 
baby was born last March to the 
Reeves girl, which was.dead at 
birth, and which was buried-on the 
Clark farm. 

“My husband was not guilty of 
the deed charged against him,” Mrs. 
Clark said. “He helped raise my 
sister and my younger brother. She

Paris, May 26.—By a vote of 419 
to 171, the French chambef of depu- 
ties has declared its confidence— 
for the present at least—in the poli- 
cies of Aristide Briand and his gov- 
ernment, refusing to be stampeded 
into overthrowing the cabinet at the 
instance of the Tardieu faction. 

The vote had been forecast du.:ng 
the afternoon, when the cnamber 
decided to continue the sitting in- 
stead of adjourning until 10 o'clock 
in the evening, supporting Briand’s 
demand for a clean cut decision. It 
was then apparent that the little 
Breton had won his fight. 
| The confidence resolution itself 
was in two sections. In the first 
the chamber approved the London 
ultimatum to Germany by a vote of 
403 to 163. The second refered to 
the réparations, penalties and the 
Silesian question. 

Trouble Not Over. 

Premier Briand’s troubles are by 
no means over, however. He is due 
for a heavy attack in the senate next 
week, which will be led by former 
President Raymond Poincare, now 
president of the senate committee 
on foreign affairs. 

It was announced today that the 
former president, who leads the

Washington, May 26.—Exclusion 
from The Congressional Record of

Attack on the speech was made 
by Mr. Connally after the Illinois 
member had spoken in support of 
his resolution for investigation of 
charges that the United States had 
been led in the war by British pro- 
paganda and financial interests at 


pleading for neutrality. 

Taking exceptions to the speech, 
Mr. Connally appealed to the speaker 
for some way by which its publica- 
tion could be prevented, declaring 
it had been made “by one who is 
not worthy to sit in this chamber.” 

To Renew Fight. 

Mr. Michaelson had left the floor, 
and in a preliminary wrangle con- 
cerning methods for exclusion of 
the speech, the session ended abrupt- 
ly with a motion to adjourn by 
Representative Haugen, republican, 
Iowa. There were indications that 
the fight would be renewed tomor- 
row. 

Quoting extensively from his reso- 
lution, introduced last week, Mr. 
Michaelson declared that charges by 
former Representative Callaway, of 
Texas, to the effect that widespread 
newspaper propaganda had been dis- 
seminated. to involve the United 
States in hostilities had, in his 
opinion, been substantiated by Ga- 
briel Hanoteaux, formerly French 
minister for foreign affairs, and 
that congress should order a sweep- 
ing investigation. 

“It is the duty of congress to 
make an investigation,” said Mr. 
Michaelson, “so that if the charges 
are true, future generations will 
know about the financial combina- 
tions whose intrigues drew this 
country into war. If they-are not

Does this oath mean nothing? An 
absurd governmental system puts 
upon his soul a solemn responsib!i't- 
ty and yet denies him the power to 
discharge the duty. He *annot in- 
struct the officers, or administer 
discipline if they disobey his in- 
structions. Therefore, he calls to- 
gether a number of citizens and 
lays before them some of the facts 
that have been representad to him, 
and says to them in substance, ‘You 
and the. balance of the people are 
my masters.

Defends Charges. 

“Now what else could the gov- 
ernor do?

“Ah, but men say that the things 
charged are untrue.

To say that 
he was moved by any impulse of 
hostility to his state is as unjust as 
it is unwarranted. Jit is certain

of $20,000, not to arrive at the truth 
but to hire attorneys to represent 
Boykin and prosecute the police. 

“They raised this money to scour 
the highways and byways and bring 
anybody down here to swear to any- 
thing just so it was something 
against the police. 

“Now, these men, who protect our 
lives and property on the miserable 
pittance we pay them, have had to 
fight against this combination and 
these conditions. 

“They haven't had a newspaper to 
back them or a committee to supply 
them with money for their defense. 
I ask you, gentlemen, is it fair?” 

Having labelled the testimony of- 
fered by the prosecution “flimsy, 


terial. He gave three reasons for 
this stand: 

1. That the solicitor’s motives 
in bringing the charges he did, at 
the time he did and in the way he 
diMi, would have been shown. 

2. That the good faith of the 
solicitor’s charges would have been 
discovered, if there was good faith. 

3. That it would have  veen 
shown whether or not the police 
and detective departments had the 
proper co-operation from the soli- 
citor’s office. 

Mr. Jones then scored the fee 
system, saying that it had a ten- 
dency to make criminal laws 
operate for revenue only. The at- 
torney then launched into an ex- 
coriation of the fee system. 

“No matter how you may choose 
to look upon the matter, gentle- 
men, there is only one pardoning 
power in the laws of Georgia and 
that is in the hands of the gov- 
ernor of this great state.” 

Condemns Forfeitures. 

Forfeiture and settlement of 
bonds alsO came under the ¢on- 
demnation of Mr. Jones, who charg- 
ed that the evidence had shown 
bogads were arranged for settlement 
wien they were levied. 

“Something has got to be done, 
and@ this is not the way to do it. 
The criminals of this town,” he 
said, “are getting worse and worse 
from under the law’s control. 

“Every criminal] that’s arrested 
immediately threatens to run to 
the solicitor-general. They all seem 
to think that all they have to do is 
to fly to protecting arms and imme- 
diately damn the entire police de- 
partment. Men so low and so cor- 
rupt that the stench of their very 
words was offensive have taken this 
stand and teld wild stories about 
the police, and Mr. Black has ex- 
pected you to believe them.” 

Taking up the gambling situation, 
Mr. Joneg declared that if the pres- 
ence of gambling in a-scity is a 
sign of venality and corruption of a 
police force, every police force in 
the world is corrupt. 

“If you think that you can stop 
all card playing and crap shooting 
in this town, you're crazy,” he said. 

Refused to Testify. 

Mr. Jones, in discussing the diffi- 
culty of obtainin convictions in 
gambling cases, declared that the 
detectives had tried to get men to 
testify against the Woodward re- 
sorts after they had complained, but 
thev had always refused, 

“But these same men,” said he. 
“came here cloaked with immunity 
from the solicitor-general: came 
down here and had the temerity to 
criticise the police for failing to 
break up these houses. 

“Now what did Bovkin do about 
these gambling cases? The records 
show that they have reru)ted in 
fines of from $25 to $50 in the 
higher courts, and Boykin got the 
fees. When they went to police 
court, the city got the fines and 
they went toward cutting down the 
tax rate, and that’s what made the 
solicitor-general sore. 

“Mr. Black has said it’s easv to 
convict these men of vagrancy. Wel) 
let’s see about that. What became 
of the thirtv vagrancy cases sent 
to the solicitor-general in Novem- 
ber? He passed the buck on the 
city court and then allowed them to 
be dropped after demand for tria} 
because he said he was too brsy 
with a lot of other things.

ARSON WAR RAGES}: 


IN REBEL IRELAND 


Several Mansions Given 
to Flames-—Unionist Vic- 
tory in Elections Grows 
Larger. 


- London, May 26.—Rebel Ireland’s 
arson war broke out again in an- 
other sector Thursday. Several big 
mansions of loyalists in the Cork 
region were ruined by incendiary 
fires as groups of civilians in Dub- 
lin sadly viewed the ruins of the 
customs house, still smouldering, 24 
hours after the attack, and reflect- 
ed that here burned the funeral pyre 
of their peaceful hopes. 

The home of Sir Alfred Dobbin, 
near Cork, was entered by an armed 
squad Thursday afternoon, the mem- 
bers of the family who chanéed to 
be present were ejected, gasoline 
was poured in the main rooms and 
the place went’*up in flames. In 
similar fashion another group burn- 
ed the home of Eden Pike, justice 
of the peace, seven miles out of 
Cork. Simultaneously there were 
other fires in the Cork area and 
various outrages throughout Ire- 
land. 

Counter-Reprisals. 

The Cork fires are regarded as a 
counter-reprisal in answer to the 
burning Of civilians’ houses at Black 
Rock by British soldiers last Tues- 
day as a government reprisal for 
shooting outrages. 

At the Irish office one is impress- 
ed by the fear of officials that the 
drastic measures of the extremists 
are the beginning of a new period 
of intensified warfare. But the of- 
ficials are not discouraged by events 
so far and still entertain strong 
hopes of peace, believing that the 
outbreaks are the work of the Rich- 
ard Mulcahy clique of radical rebels, 
not of the De Valera group with 
which peace negotiations are still 
progressing, stb rosa. 

U. §. Shells Found, 

All day Thursday the blackened 
walls of the Dublin customs house 
smouldered and rustled as frag- 
ments of debris broke away and 
fel] into the ashes of what was 
once one of the finest public build- 
ings in Ireland. The street ap- 
proaches to the building were bar- 
ricaded with barbed wire. 

Belfast was tense and expectant 
of renewed rioting. 


In London, Sir Hamar Greenwood 


declared that among the ammuni-|. 


tion confiscated from rebels in the 
Dublin district since March 26 were 
16,2388 rounds of American: smal] 
arms shells. Former Colonel Arthur 
Shee inferred from this that Great 
Britain should make representations 
to the United States but it was 
learned later upon inquiry at the 
Irish office that the ammunition, be- 
ing of assorted manufacture, ap- 


parently was smuggled into Ireland 
in small quantities. In view of this 
fact and also of the fact that the 
total amount is considered insignifi- 
cant, the Irish office believes there 
is no basis for a communication to 
Washington. 


UNIONIST VICTORY 
IN ELECTION GROWS. 

Belfast, May 26.—The unionists 
have done better in the elections 
than they anticipated, the Sinn Fein- 
ers worse than their prophets -.pre- 
dicted and the nationalists no more 
than they looked for. 

All, however, are celebrating—the 
unionists because they have won; 
the nationalists and Sinn Feiners 
because they have made their pro- 
test against the partition of Ireland 
and believe the protest will have 
its effect on the minds of the peo- 
ple of the world. 

The unionists expected to win 34 
of the 52 seats, including those for 
the university, which will be de- 
cided Saturday. They will probably 
get nearer forty seats. 

Proved Good Prophet. 

Daniel McCann, chief lieutenant 
in Belfast Devlin, the nationalist 
reader, had hoped for 14 seats, but 
did not really believe that more than 
12 nationalists and Sinn Feiners 
could be returned, and he proved a 
good prophet. 

The counting of the ballots will 
not be completed probably until the 
end of the week, but se tar as the 
returns go they show that the un- 
ionists made their greatest gains 
in Belfast, where it is expected they 
will have 15 or 16 seats. Joseph 
Deviim is the only nationalist or 
Sinn Feiner who will have a seat for 
Lelfast in the new parliament, if 
he decides to sit there, and even he 
was beaten in his own stronghold 
for first place on the poll by his 
unionist opponent, T. H. Burn. His 
colleague, Alderman Byrne, was at 
the bottom of the list, with only 311 
votes, or 10,000 fewer than his lead- 
er. This was due to the nationalists 
giving all their first votes to Dev- 


lin. 
Ignored Pact. 

The Sinn Feiners @id better than 
Byrne, but on the first ballot they 
were well behind the unionists, and, 
as apparently neither the national- 
ists nor the Sinn Feiners Kept their 
pact to give their second votes for 
each other's candidates, there was 
little hope for them in the second 
ballot. 

The socialists here, as in other 
constituencies, lost their deposit, 
which they have to forfeit if they 
do not receive a certain number of 
votes.

HOME OWNERSHIP. 

It was sound and wholesome 
advice that the business men of 
Atlanta received from George C. 
Smith, director-general of the in- 
dustries department of the Balti- 
more Board of Trade, at the Ans- 
ley roof garden meeting of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
the Advertising club and the Ciy- 
itan club, on how to promote man- 
ufacturing in Atlanta and increase 
the industrial wealth and popu- 
lation of the city; and if followed 
it undoubtedly will prove to be 
highly profitable. 

But the most significant part of 
his discourse, and potentially the 
most profitable from the stand- 
point of economics and good citi- 
zenship, was that dealing with the 
relationship between employer 
and employee and the mental atti- 
tude of each toward the other. 

It is noteworthy that in his dis- 
cussion of industrial and labor con- 
ditions in his home city—during 
which he made reference to the 
fact that during the last twenty- 
three months 400 new industrial 
plants, employing an aggregate of 
52,000 workers, have been estab- 
lished in Baltimore—Mr. Smith 
expressed no preference as  be- 
tween the union labor and “open 
shop” plans of operating indus- 
tries; but that he did stress the 
importance of home-ownership by 
industrial employees. 

He took the position that the 
country, the city or the industrial 
operator has little to fear in the 
way of unrest or radicalism from 
the worker who is anchored to his 
community by the ownership of 
his home, or of even an equity 
in it. : 

In Baltimore, he said, the print- 
ing industry, for example, is oper- 
ating on an 85 per cent production 
basis, despite the fact that it is 95 
per cent organized, and that it is 
on strike. 

This he attributed to the fact 
that “the printers of Baltimore are 
home owners.” “Whenever a man 
makes a first payment on a home,” 
said the speaker, “he takes off his 
red necktie!” 

There is; much truth, wisdom 
and logic A that statement. 

It is safe to say that nine-tenths | 
of the economic unrest, discon- 
tent, agitation; of destructive rad- 
icalism has its origin in and is 
promoted from the minds of men 
and women who do not own their 
own homes. 

Ordinarily it is the unattached 
man who “sees red”—the man who 
sleeps, if under any roof at all, 
under a roof that belongs to an- 
other; who is without a fireside he 
may call his own; whose hours of 
rest and recreation are spent be- 
neath a vine and fig tree in which 
he has no proprietary interest; 
who pays no taxes; who lives from 
day to day in sour consciousnéss 
that shelter for himself and his 
family brood is momentarily con- 
tingent upon the will of some 
landlord, or of some group of or- 
ganized landlords! 

It is to such a man that “life is 
a grind,” and existing conditions 
are depressing and seem oppres- 
sive. 

His reasoning is faulty; his 
vision twisted; he views hife from 
the wrong angle; he imagines that 
the hand of society in general is 
turned against him, and his mind 
is fertile ground for the seed of 
strife. 

But root him to the soil—to a 
bit of ground with a shelter on it

On Irregularities of Taxation 


In Fair Treatment 
All Around Lies Solution 
To Race Problem, Says 
Wilkes Business Man 


Athens, Ga., May 27.—Branding 
the general property tax as admin- 
istered in Georgia as unfair, and 


recommending radical changes in 
the tax system of the state, Dr. J. 
H. T. McPherson, professor of po- 
litical Science at the University of 
Georgia and member of the state 
tax commission, this morning reg- 
istered his objection to the annual 
report of Comptroller General 
Wright. 

“The press “has recently given 
wide publicity to a portion of the 


annual report of Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright, in which hé opposes 
the recommendations of the specia! 
tax commission advocating a modern 
tax syste for Georgia,” said Dr. 
McPherso# “He urges instead a 
more rigorous enforcement of the 
old law, the general property tax, 
which requires a uniform rate to 
be levied on the full market value 
of all property. 

“The great esteem in which Comp- 
troller General Wright is deserved- 
ly held will give his opinion weight. 
it seems therefore fitting, at a time 
when the problem of taxation and 
revenue is so urgent in Georgia, 
to eXamine the reasons which led 
the tax commission to propose a 
constitutional amendment authoriz- 
ing the legislature to abandon the 
general property tax and substi- 
tute a system under which property 
should be divided into classes. Un- 
der the proposed system each class 
would be taxed at a different rate, 
or by a different method, so as to 
take in taxation only a fair and 
reasonable proportion of the in- 
come produced; or to employ if de- 
sired an income tax; or to make 
use of both the claSsified property 
tax and the income tax. 

“In the first place, we must ques- 
tion the fairness of the general 
property tax. General Wright says: 

The uniformity scheme of taxation falls 
equally upon all the property owners of 
this state, and requires all citizens of the 
state to contribute to the support of the 
government in proportion to the amount and 
value of the property of each. What could 
be fairer to all classes of people than this 
method of taxation? 

Naims Tax Unfair. 
“Now it is precisely because this 


tax is grossly unfair that all mod- 


ern economic authorities condemn 
it. But we do not have to take the 
opinions of experts, Let us see for 
ourselves. Fairness in taxation con- 
sists in distributing the burden in 
proportion to ability to bear it, 
And ability is measured not by prop- 
erty, but by net income. Let us im- 
agine five men in Athens, each own- 
ing $1,000 worth of property. The 
combined state, county and city tax 
rate of Athens is at present $32 on 
every $1,000 of prdperty. One of 
these men has his $1,000 in a say- 
ings bank, and draws $40 a year 
interest. The law requires him to 
pay $32 tax, or 80 per cent of his 
income. Another man has his loan- 
ed On mortgage at 8 per cent. His 
tax is 40 per cent of his income. A 
third has his invested in a small 
house that produces $128 a year. His 
tax is 25 per cent of his income. A 
fourth and fifth from fortunafe 
business investments receive -$&20 
and $640 a year, respectively. Their 
tax amounts to 10 and 5 per cent 
of their income. Here are five mem- 
bers whom the law treats alike be- 
cause they have equal property, 
yet their tax exagts proportions of 
their incomes varying from 5 to 80 
per cent. 


“A prosperous professional man 


makes $100,000 a year. His tax-pay- 
ing ability is high. The law re- 
quires him to pay no tax at all. 
Two merchants in different lines of 
business have each $100,000 of cap- 
ital investment. One has a good 
year and makes $50,000 profits; the 
other has a bad year and makes 
nothing. The law requires the same 
tax of each. 

“Such instances might be multi- 
plied, but enough has been sald to 


prove that this law by no means 
falls equally upon all property own- 
ers,’ even if it were enforced to the 
letter. It is fundamentally unfair 
and unjust, even in theory. 


“In practice it becomes worse. As 
the tax rate rises in response to 


social demands for:increased reve- 
nue, the owners of those forms of 
property that produce the lower 
rates of interest—bonds, money, 
notes, loans and mortgages, begin to 
realize that they are being mulcted 
of 50 to 80 per cent of their income, 
while other classes of investment 
are paying less. A natural instinct 
of self-preservation leads them to 
conceal part of their holdings. This 
intangible property is found to be 
easy to conceal, and gradually more 
and more of it goes into hiding. Fi- 
nally practically the whole of it 
disappears. The bulk of the weight 
of taxation comes to fall with 
crushing force upon real estate and 
visible property. The result is de- 
plorable. 
Escapes Taxation. 

“The Special. Tax Commission 
found that at a conservative 
timate three quarters of the proper- 
ty of Georgia escaped taxation al- 
together. The realty and visible 
property that bears the brunt of 
taxation is returned at a third 0.1 
its value. Representatives of six 
leading firms of Atlanta, in con-

ference wih the Tax Commission, 
admitted that the city of Atlanta 
alone contains more merchandise 
than is returned for the entire 
state. The who:e burden of taxa- 
tion, resting on the narrow basis 
of a small fraction of the proper- 
ty and populace, bears upon those 
who pay with intolerable weight 
and inequity. Yet the revenue of 
the state is insufficient to meet its 
obligations. 

“General Wright believes that 
these unfortunate conditions could 


be remedied by a drastic enforce- 
ment of the law. And on the sur- 
face it does not appear why the 
government by bolstering up the 
tax machinery and employing a 
vigorous system of fines and for- 
feitures, imprisonment and espion- 
age, might not coerce and intimi- 
date the tax payers into returning 
all their property at its full value 
as the law requires. The excessive 
rates might then be lowered, and 
the essential injustice of the uni- 
form tax would be less oppressive. 

“The experience of other states, 
however, affords convincing testi- 
mony of the futility of such an at- 
tempt. It has been tried over and 
over again, and no state has ever 
been able to get all property as- 
sessed at full value under a uni- 
form rate. It has never worked, 
though, as Dr. Ely says, ‘it has been 
tried thousands of times, and al- 
though all the mental resources 
of able men have been employed to 
make it work.’ 

“The most conspicuous example 
of an effort of this sort is found 
in the state of Ohio. For many 
years the state authorities engaged 


in a relentless campaign to ‘en- 
force the law.’ Penalties, fines, 
imprisonments were imposed ujpon 
the hapless taxpayer. A small ar- 
my of secret spies, ‘tax ferrets’ 
they were ca¥led—stimulated by 
heavy commissions was employed 
to unearth concealed property. But 
all in vain. Millions were indeed 
discovered and put on the _ tax 
books,—temporarily. But the next 
year they would be gone,—into se- 
cure hiding or out of the state. It 
is said that in onc year New York 
received an influx of Ohioans equal 
to the entire population of Cleve- 
land. 

“The net result of this exhaustive 


effort is summed up in the report 
of a recent Ohio Tax commission. 
‘After more than fifty years of 
experience, with all conceivable 
methods in the way of inforce the 
owners of moneys’ and credits, 
stocks and bonds, to put their licld- 
ings upon the tax duplicate, not 
only is the percentage of such 
property less than ever before, but 
public sentiment seems to be more 
and more approving evasion of the 
law.” 
Not Pecullar to Georgia. 

“These conditions are not pecu- 
liar to Georgia. They exist wher- 
ever the General Property Tax is 
in force. The Mississippi Tax Com- 
mission of 1918 reports: 

‘‘We have had occasion to examine the 
reports of many special commissions appoint- 
ei by various state legislatures during the 
past few years for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the question of taxation and ravenue, 
and without exception such commissions 
have reported that the general property tax 
is a failure. Hundreds of commissions after 
exhaustive investigation have reported that 
the principle that all property, irrespective 
of kind or class, should be taxed equally 
uniformly, is unjust, unsound, inade- 
quate and inefficient. The experience of 
Mississippi is not peculiar. All other states 
where this tax prevails reports that its 
operation is unsuccessful. 

‘‘All the countries of Europe, with the 
cexeeption of a few cantons of Switzerland, 
abandoned it years ago. Already many 
states of the union have repudiated and 
abolished it. It has sinned away its day 
of grace, if it ever had one. ... No self- 
respecting people ought to permit the pres- 
ent inequality and inequity to exist after 
trey have fully understood the matter. The 
fault is not so much in the administration 
of the law as it is inherent in the law 
iiself.’’ 

The Nebraska commission of 1914 
similar report. 

“The Wisconsin State Tax Com- 
mission says: ‘It has broken down 
and been an abég@lute failure.’ 

“A Louisiana Tax Commission 
makes a similar report on what it 
terms ‘the utter breakdown of the 
general tax property tax system 
everywhere. This is not the ex- 
perience of Louisiana alone; it is 
the universal experience of the ci- 
vilized world.’ 

“A Massachusetts tax commission 
reports: ‘Since 1798 no further af- 
tempt has been made in Engiand 
to levy a general property tax. In 
most of the other countries of FEu- 
rope the result has been the same 
—now almost obsolete.’ 

“For the expert opinion of noted 
authorities on Taxation I might 
quote Dr. Richard T. Ely, of Wis- 
consin: ‘The evidence against the 
general property tax is overwhelm- 
ing. This method of taxation must 
be abandoned. Sooner or later the 
people of Georgia are bound to 
awake to its iniquities and abolish 
it. There remains only the plan 
proposed by the commission-—the 
classified property tax, or the in- 
come tax, or better still a wise 
combination of both.’”

THE CALLING OF THE NURSE. 

A nurse asking for advice about 
gaining weight remarks that she 
“accepts none but twelve-hour 
cases,” meaning that she refuses 
to work more than twelve hours a 
day. At that, she works about 
four hours longer than a woman 
should work. And she does hard 
work, too. 

Yet there is no other calling or 
profession—I myself do not con- 
sider nursing a _ profession, but 
rather a calling—which a woman 
can follow, short of the most sacred 
of all callings, motherhood, that 
wins for a young woman so much 
love and respect as that of nurs- 
ing. It is a hard life with mighty 
little of the glamour which sur- 
rounds the nurse in the world of 
folderol fiction and .youthful ro- 
mance, yet a noble one and full of 
such thrills as never can be felt 
vicariously in the imagination. 

Young women who seriously wish 
to study nursing should understand 
that practically every good train- 
ing school today requires a com- 
plete high school education as a 
preliminary qualification for ad- 
mittance to the prescribed course. 
Here and there a hospital or other 
institution may admit young wom- 
en who are not high school grad- 
uates, but I would not advise a 
young woman .to seek training in 
such an institution. If you are not 
prepared to qualify for a first-class 
training, don’t try to find a short 
cut. Better to be a practical nurse 
without any pretenses to the skill 
of a graduate nurse. We have 
plenty of places nowadays for in- 
telligent, trustworthy women who 
are prepared to do practical nurs- 
ing. 

The young woman intending to 
study nursing must have good 
health, otherwise she cannot cope 
with the work a pupil nurse is call- 
ed upon to do in the two or three 
years of her training. . 

Two years is an ample time for 
the thorough training of good 
nurses, although a few hodspitals 
with excessively aizhbrow notions 
have adopted a three-year course. 
This represents one good year of 
life wasted. so far as all ordinary 
medica] and surgical and obstetrical 
nursing is concerned. A good many 
three-year graduates are spoiled by 
the superfluous year—made i  top- 
heavy: they would have been far 
better nurses had they finished at 
the end of the second y 
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CITY FINANCES SOUND. 


Schools Only Exception to 
Rule of Good Condition. 


Tentative compilation of the June 
finance sheet for the city by B. 
Graham West, city comptroller, 
shows that the city’s money condi- 
tions are very good with the ex- 
ception of that part which re- 
lates to the schools. Appropriations 
and expenditures in al] other de- 
partments reach a balance, says 
Mr. West, but there is a deficit of 
something like $430,000 in the 
school department. 

“Without cutting any of our orig- 
inal appropriations, and by carry- 
ing out the retrenchment program 
as far as possible for the remain- 
der of this year.” said Mr. West, 
“every department of the city, ex- 
cept the school department, will 
be able to pull through without 
a deficit, I believe. 

“Our only source of additional 
revenue, which would be used to 
clear away the school deficit. and 
provide floating funds for the bond 
issue, is by the granting of an in- 
creased tax rate. A tax rate fo 
$1.45, instead of $1.25 as at present, 
would solve the entire situation, 
and give us a successful year’s 
operation.”

solutely nothing for their employer 
nor desiring to help him in his 
business, the success of which is 
necessary to enable the farmer to 
pay even for their labor as well as 
settle other obligations. In passing 
on the creatment of the negro by 
the whites (while TIT know one 
wrong coes not justify another) 
yet the almost insurmontable dif- 
ficulties the farmers have in deal- 
ing with this type of negro should 
not be overlooked in passing judg- 
ment on white farmers. 

The object of this article is. as 
far as "ossible, to be just to both 
white and black and is not to 
condemn anything but the wrong 
wherever it is found and uphold the 
right «always. Let’s recogriz> the 
truth in the wise remark of Abe 
Lincoln that there are not just two, 
but three sides to every question, 
“your gice, my side and the right 
side.” 

Eliminate Prejudice. 

As far as possible let every scod 
white man and every good negro 
man eliimnate prejudice and pas- 
sion, the use of which brings only 
discord, and try to get on the right 
side of the question and I believe 
a solution will at least begin to ap- 
pear. 

We are here 
gether and it 


in this country to- 
is not the negro’'s 
fault that he is with us. He was 
brought here without opportunity 
of choice or volition on his part. 

While I do not pretend to Know, 
nor at this time pass an oninion on 
what is best to be finally done with 
the negro, I do not believe that the 
majority of either race at present 
wants to get entirelv rid of the 
other, either by colonization of the 
negro or other means of separating 
the races and if not, certainly the 
best thing to do is to. encourage 
the best possible relationship that 
is fair to both, as we are here to- 
gether and it looks like—at the 
present time—here to stay. 

Pardon a statement of some of 
my personal exneriences with ne- 
groes. Tt was ten years old when 
they were freed and was. as an in- 
fant and little bov. attended by slave 
negroes along with other brotbcrs 
and sisters. I loved my nurses and 
a little negro boy playmate next 
to mv mother and must admit this 
kindly feeling for the race has 
never left me. 

Since they were freed and ever 
since I was eighteen years old I 
have dealt with them first as an 
agent for a near relative of mine 
then on my own plantation, I have 
dealt with them as wage handg, as 
crop sharers, tenants and as cus- 
tomers in my stcre, all of which 
has given me an acquaintance with 
hundreds of them. 

Kindness Best Solntion. 

Of course there was always and 
still is more to learn, but I honest- 
ly studied the question of a right 
relationship to the very best «f my 
ability. and experience has tauscht 
me that kindness and positiveness 
came nearest to a solution. 

Many of them never gave me any 
trouble, but were altogether help- 
ful and in turn I tried to give 
proper appreciation and compensa- 
tion for their service. Many were 
child-like even when grown and 
after having children of their own 
and some, I rezret to say, were 
sometimes stubborn and self-willed 
as very bad children of all reces 
often are. 

I hope I will not shock the 
sentiments of very teniler- 
hearted when I that these 
latter I did not hesitate to chastise 
bodily, Lut I can truthfully state, 
also, that this form of punishment 
was never administered in hate or 
resentment, but only after every 
other eftort to get done that which 
they, as well as myself, knew was 
the right thing to be done, and I 
an also truthfully say that chas- 
tisemen:t given ‘n this spirit n-ver 
failed to get the right thing done 
and also to make friends of them 
when I had utterly failed to bring 
friendship in any other way. 

Treat the negro right—convince 
him that you are his friend in the 
right and that you will not treat 
him wrong nor submit to wrong tn 
him and my experience is that as a 
rule you will not have much trouble 
with him. 

The above is a true statement of 
my own experience and dealing 
with the class of negroes that I 
haye come in contact with in my 
business, which is chiefly agricul- 
tural. 

The more educated classes and

None or 
our white men, not even one, should 
flaunt it in the faces of the colored 
man that this is a white man’s 
country to treat anybody wrong in, 
not even the negro, and any white 
man who holds any other view. in 
my opinion, has so tarnished and 
besmeared his whiteness that he no 
longer belongs in the ruling classes, 
and is not fit to have charge even 
of pimaelt. 

e have a lot of bad ne e 
but I believe the best remedy. is 
right teaching and kind treatment. 
We can't have good white people 
with less than this. We can’t neg- 
lect the negro in this respect and 
expect him to improve. 

n-this article, written largely as 
thought came to him, the writer 
makes no claim to anything like a 
full solution of this great question, 
nor does he feel capable of gcetting 
into an _ argument with men, sv 
many of whom are smarter and 
better trained than himself. He is 
against no particular person  0or 
Class, but against wrone  every- 
where, even that within himself. He 
has no personal ambition or hope 
of reward anywhere except the re- 
ward and benefits that a right so- 
lution of this question will bring to 
our great state and to the people of 
our country at large.

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FORESTRY CONGRESS. 


CALLED FOR ATLANTA 


At a recent meeting of the execue 
tive committee of the Southern Fore 
restry congress, held in Tallahas- 
see, Fla., it was decided to call the 
third congress tu meet in Atlanta 
on July 20-22. Headquarters tor the 
congress will be at the Piedmont 
hotel, and meetings will be held in 
its auditorium. 

The first toreStry congress 
organized in Asheville, N. CC, in 
July, 1916, at a meeting called to 
discuss ways and means for secur- 
ing better protection and insuring 
a wiser use of southern forests: It 
was felt that by bringing together 
such a body of men as composed 
the first southern forestry congress, 
the. people of the southern states 
would realize the great need of gse- 
curing adequate measures for con- 
serving and perpetuating the tim- 
ber resources. 

In calling the third congress, the 
executive committee and officers 
have been influenced by growing 
interest in forestry now shown in 
all parts of the country, and by 
condition of markets for lumber and 
other forest products, which em- 
phasize need for a more intelligent 
use of forest resources, While it 
is recognized that high prices of 
two years ago were in large part 
due to the war, and that lower 
prices of the present time are great- 
ly influenced by depression in busi- 
ness, yet fluctuations and uncer- 
tainties of the market are undoubt- 
edly influenced by lack of national 
and state forestry policies, which 
might regulate cutting and thereby 
staDilize the market. 

Congress now has before it two 
Somewhat widely differing meas- 
ures, both designed to correct this 
condition. Some of the southern 
states have recently adopted impor- 
tant forestry measures, while most 
of the others will be called upon to 
do so within the next two years. 
Leaders state that it is most impor- 
tant that southern states should 
understand the situation better and 
organize with a view to bringing 
about better conditions. This is the 
object of calling the third southern 
forestry congress, and it is hoped 
that each of the southern states 
will be fully represented by well- 
informed delegates.

PLAN EUROPE RELIEF 


St. Louis, May 26.—A campaign 
for a relief fund of $75,000 to be 
spent in ‘France, .Belgium and 
Czecho-Sloyakijia in *the -next year 
was indorsed at the closing session 
of the sixty-first general assembly 
of the Southern Presbyterian church

The assembly also forwarded to 
its various synods a recommenda- 
tion that Ottober 31, which hag been 
designated as “reformation day” be 
set aside for a collection for relief 
work among the protestant forces 
of Europe. The American relief 
fund also was indorsed. peo 
s To Increase Salaries. . 


Another financial proposition in- 
dorsed by the asSembly was an ap- 
propriation to supplement the sala- 
ries of each of the denominations’ 
army and navy chaplains, $300 in 
the next year. 

It was voted to act on proposed 
indorsement of the Boy Scout move- 
ment, when opposition developed 
the assembly = reconsidered and 
adopted a resolution commending 
the organization as a useful agency 
for training boys, when under the 
control of the churches. 

Opposition to the proposal devel- 
oped from the assertions of com- 
missioners that scouts occasionally 
conducted their activities on Sun- 
day.

Inter-Racial Harmony. 

The asSembly reaffirmed the in- 
dorsement given by the sixtieth gen- 
eral assembly to the southern inter- 
racial commission and recommended 
co-operation between white and ne- 
gro pastors to promote harmony be- 
tween the races. 

After approving a report to en- 
large the duties of women in assist- 
ing deacons the assembly tabled a 
resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of women to act in an advisory 
capacity on the several executive 
committees.

WORK OF WOMEN 
BRINGS DEBATE. 

Winona Lake, Ind, May 
Scriptural quotations were passed 
back and forth today as the com- 
missioners to the 133d general as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian church 
in the U’. S. A. attempted to estab- 
lish how much of a part women are 
to be given in ecclesiastical govern- 
ment. A decision was finally reach- 
ed to allow the presbyteries of the 
church to take a referendum vote 
on the question of allowing women 
to be installed as deacons, an office 
hitherto held only by men. The 
vote wll: be taken in the coming 
year and @ report made at the next 
general assembly. 

The proposal that women be per- 
mitted to fill the office of deacon 
brought a protest from Rev. Abra- 
ham Lathem, of Chester, Pa. He 
quoted from the book of Acts in 
which he said the twelve apostles 
in calling for the appointmnet of 
deacons gave this injunction to the 
disciples: “Look ye out, therefore, 
brethren, from among seven men 
of good report, full of the spirit 
and of ‘wisdom whom you may ap- 
point over this business.” 
“We have this for our gulde, 
brethren.” declared Rev. Lathem, 
“and I believe that we should stick 
pretty close to the good book.

In adopting the report, resolu- 
tions were passed asking the United 
States government to find ways to 
prevent transfer of liquor from this 
country to non-Christian lands.

Tuskegee Institute, Ala., May 26. 
(Special.)—Two hundred and sev- 
enty diplomas and certificates were 
awarded here today to male and fe- 
male students who have completed 
trades and other courses qualifying 
them for industrial and community 
service. 

“The Tuskegee graduate carries 
into his or her community the splrit 
of Booker T. Washington, which Is 
the spirit of unselfish service,” said 
Dr. R. R. Motan, principal, in pre- 
senting the diplomas. “There never 
would have been a Tuskegee Insti- 
tute had not Booker T. Washington 
believed that he would secure from 
the white people of the south and 
the north hearty, sympathetic and 
generous co-operation. The success 
of Tuskegee Institute and her grad- 
uates is very largely due to the fact 
that they have been able to see good 
in all races and all classes of peo- 
ple and to secure the best co-opera- 
tion from them.” 

The classes of 1901 and 1911 held 
their twentieth and tenth reunions 
respectively and presented a large 
donation to the fnstitute as an in- 
dication of their appreciation for 
what Tuskegee has contributed to 
their lives.

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Last American Golfer Ousted 
‘When Fred Wright Loses Match 


Hoylake, May 26.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)}—The British amateur 
self championship is to remain at 
home for at least another year. 

British players having disposed of 
the last man of the strong Ameri- 
can contingent who came across the 
seas in an endeavor to take back 
the title to the United States, an 
Englishman will retain the emblem 
and the prestige which the winning 
of it carries. 

Either Allen Graham, of the Royal 
Liverpool club, over the links of 
which the contest is being played, 
or W. I. Hunter, of Walmerand 
Kingsdown, will be the new cham- 
pion, having successfully fought 
their way through the semi-final 
round this afternoon. 

Frederick J. Wright, of Boston, 
the last surviving member of the 
American team, succumbed to Ber- 
nard Darwin, of Waking, in one of 
the most brilliant of the series, 
which went to the 19th hole, where 
the Englishman won by a stroke. 

By the defeat gf Wright, Darwin 
worked his way Into the semi-finals, 
Only to be defeated by Hunter, 3 up, 
2 to play. Graham's right to com- 
pete in the final came through his 
vanquishing of H. S. B. Tubbs, Sun- 
ningdale, by one hole. 

‘Wright's match with Darwin. who 
is the golf correspondent of The Lon- 
don Times, served to increase the 
regard the Bostonian had won Wed- 
nesday by defeating the veteran ex- 
champion John Ball, of the ti 
Liverpool club. The American’s 
style of play and his sportsmanship 
were greatly admired by the En- 
glish spectators. This was es 
by the frequent bursts of applaus 
he received during the match and 
the favorable comment indulged in 
by the spectators. The most come 
mon adverse criticism of Wright's 
style by the golfers in the gallery 
was on his habit of pulling his 
This fault was particularly 
injurious to the American player 
in today's wind. 

Precise and careful on every 
stroke, Wright succeeded in taking 
the tead against Darwin and maine 
taining it to the sixteenth hole, 
where the match squared. The 
Englishman then took thé sevene 
teenth but lost the 18th, necessitate 
ine an extra hole. This Darwin took 
and won the match. 

During the plav between Wricheé 
and Darwin, the silence of the crowd 
of several thousand spectators and 
the breathless suspense during the 
putting on the various greens was 
impressive.

DECLARES HARON 


Federal Reserve Board 
Governor Tells Bankers 
of Steady Improvement 
in World Finances. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 26.—Gov- 
ernor W. P. G. Harding of the fed- 
eral reserve bank, speaking today 
before the Tennessee Bankers’ as- 
sociation, declared that the world 
outlook is brighter than it has been 
in months. 

“Everywhere in the world the 
financial conditions are clearing 
up,” he said. “Belgium and France 
are making wonderful progress in 
rehabilitation. Italy also is mak- 
ing progress, while the Germans are 
going back to work. Indications 
are that the strike in England will 
be settled soon.” 

He pointed to the lowering of 
discount rates in both England and 
the United States in the last thirty 
days as proof of his assertion that 
the financial skies were clearing. 
The raising of the diseount rates 
more than a year he compared as 
storm signals, designed to warn 
the people of this country that a 
financial gale was approaching and 
to reduce their speculation and curb 
their orgy of extravagance. 

“The chief complaint at the pres- 
ent time,” he said, “lies in the fact 
that the producer of the basic raw 
materials is getting a very low price 
for them. he crops of 1920 were 
the most expensive ever produced 
in this country. Bankers through- 
out the nation must assist the far- 
mer in every way to handle his 
financial needs until the crops are 
produced On a paying basis through 
this period of readjustment. 

“The farmer has braced up like a 
man and he has gone to work to 
make a new crop. 

“As soon as we make up our 
minds to do business on quick sales 
and small profits, as before the war, 
as s00n as we adopt the principle 
of doing business for a reasonable 
profit, the quicker we will get back 
to a normal state. We do not want 
to go on any more financial ‘joy 
rides.’ Our financial basis is sound. 
On the resumption of business on a 
live-and-let-live scale, this country 
will enjoy a lasting prosperity, the 
en of which we have not seen be- 
ore.,”’ 

Governor Harding vigorously de- 
fended the federal 
against the charge of profiteering, 
illustrating his arguments by a se- 
ries of charts.
